dent of the Consistory of Paris, likewise the 
Grand Rabbi Aridrade, of Bordeaux, and 
also our estimable Grand Rabbis, of the 
German atid Portugal Jews, in London Rub- 
bis Herschell and Mendoza, together with 
the honourable Aaron Nunez Cardoza of 
Gibraltar, Abraham Busaoc, Esq. of Leg- 
horn, Benjamin Gradis of Bordeaux, Dr. E. 
Gans and Professor Zuntz of Berlin, and 
Dr. Leo Woolf of Hamburg, to aid and as- 
sist in carrying into effect the provisions of 
this my proclamation, with powerstoappoint 
the necessary agents in the several parts 
of the world, and to establish emigra:ing so- 
cieties, in order that the Jews may be con- 
centrated and capacitated to act as 4 distinct 
body, having at the head of each kingdom 
or republic such presiding officers as I shall 
upon their recommendation appoint. In- 
structions to these my commissioners shall 
be forthwith transmitted. And a more en- 
larged and general view of the plan, motives 
and objects will be detailed in the address 
to the nation. The Consistory of Paris is 
hereby authorized and empowered to name 
three discreet person competent abilities 
to visit the United States, and make such 
report to the nation as the actual condition 
of this country and its state shall warrant. 

I do appoint Roshodes Adar, Feb. 7, 1826, 

to be observed with suitable demonstrations 
as a day of Thanksgiving to the Lord God 
of Israel, for the manifold blessings and the 
signal protection which he has deigned to 
extend to his people, and in order that on 
that occasion our prayers may be offered 
for the continuance of his divine mercy, and 
the fulfilment of all the promises and 
pledges matle to the race of Jacob. 
I recommend peace and union among us, 
charity and good will to all, toleration and 
liberality to our brethren of every religious 
denomination, enjoined by the mild and just 
precepts of our holy religion. Honour and 
good faith in the fulfilment of all our con- 
tracts, together with temperance, economy 
and industry in our habits: —

: Latnpike, July 16, 
Very Dean Sir, . 

Owing to certain dispositions in my affairs, 
it has ‘not been in my power to give that at- 
tention to the concerns of the Tract Society 
which the greatness of the institution me- 
ritg, or my own duty and incligation prompt: 

In September last, at the Greenbrier As- 
sociation, myself, with some others, knowing 
the bent of the people’s minds, that they 
wished to see what they were paying mo 
ney for, put money into the hands of Elder 
Ball, of Lynchburg, for the purchase of 
tracts. It was in March before those tracts 
came tohand. What came to me I distri- 
buted. Some others I took to Sunday 
Schools, and other public meetings, and 
read them; particularly the ‘* Pensioner,” 
which appeared mostly to affect the audi- 
ence; and explained to them, in my weak 
manner, the cheapness and usefuluess of 
tracts. I endeavoured to warm the hearts 
of the old to engage in the good work ; if 
not to go foremost, yet to: be fellow labour- 
ers with us that were young, in the great 
work of giving the children and the deste 
tute the good news of salvation, 

At length I appointed a day to meet and 
organize a Society. It was truly gratifying 
to see the youth and children manifest such 
a zea) for the cause of God, as it was pain- 
ful to see the coldness and indifference of 
oldér pedsons. _ Children, scarcely fourteen 
years of age, came forward, and paid their 
willing offerings, while the aged would 
plead indigence or indifference. 

A constitution was adopted, nearly in the 
form recommended by the parent Socie- 
ty, by the name of the Gauley Mountain 
Auxiiary Society. It is located mm the bounds 
of the Hopewell church. Persons who pay 
twenty-five cents, become members of the 
Society. Upwards of thirty members jomi- 
ed the Society on that day. It now consists 
of forty members.

As you pass through their villages at the 
rising of the sun, you may witness numbers 
returning from the forests and groves, who 
have been out to.pray to their Father, wir 
seeth in secret. And you can often find 
scarce ten familicSin a villaxe, who do not 
unite Caily in family devotion, 

In that small portion of the world, you 
may count not less than 14,000 persons who 
cai, in their own tongue, read the Bible ; 
and more than 7,000 who can, with the pen, 
transact the ordinary business of life, 

You may go to their Sabbath school, and 
there, at an annual meeting, witness thou- 
sands of children, and as they sing “ Hosan- 
nah to the Son of David,” you may see the 
tear drop down the cheek of a hundred pa- 
rents, as their hearts swell] with emotions 
too big for utterance, in view of what thie 
Gospel has done for their children. 

And as you heat the deep groan break 
through the assembly, ask, What is the 
matter? And with streaming eyes, one will 
tell you, * O, if the missionaries had come 
here a little sooner, I too, should have had 
children to attend the Sabbath schoo; but 
before they came, when Satan reigned, and 
we were all in darkness, I killed them.” 

You may see parents around the commu- 
nion table, melting in contrition at the dying 
love of Jesus; and parents too, who have, 
with their own hands, before they had the 
Gospel, killed two, three, and in some cases 
four of their own children.

Among 
them are thousands of females, of whom 
Paganism has said, and repeated the lie a 
thousand times, that for them to learn to 
read is impossible ; because they have no 
souls, Now they are by thousands in mission- 
ary schools, and making as rapid improve- 
ments, considering their condition, as any in- 
dividuals on the globe, 

‘ Heve then are thousands of persons who 
are to be mothers, and tens of thousands 
who are to be fathers, in a course of Chris- 
tian instruction; 450 ministers of the Gos- 
pel, more than 50 of whom were born in 
Pagan lands, now proclaiming the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ; two hundred and 
fifty missionary stations, at most of which 
are Christian churches ; and tens of thou- 
sands who have renounced their idolatry, 
and acknowledged Jehovah as the only liv- 
ing and true God, 

And what has been done ? What sacrifices 
have been made, by the inhabitants of Chris- 
tendom (to procire this mighty change?

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Olfactory Nerve-—M. Magendie has 
lately reported to the Academy a pathologi 
cal fact, in confirmation of his former 
opinion, that the olfactory nerve is not the 
organ of smell. Beclardshad a man under 
his care in the Hospital la Pitié, in whom, 
on dissection, the anterior portion of the 
brain and ojfactory nerve were found al- 
most destroyed by ulceration, but who, at 
the same time, retained his sense of smell. 
He took snuff, and was capable of distin- 
guishing its various qualities. 

Test of VaccinationmWhen a person 
has been vaccinated on one arm, the opera- 
tor should vaccimate the other arm, with 
matter taken from the first. If the first 
vaccination has been perfect, the pustules 
on both arms will grow toa head at pre- 
cisely the same time; and if this does not 
take place, the system has not been proper- 
ly affected, and the vaccination ought to be 
repeated, This simple test, first brought 
into notice by Dr. Bruce, of Edinburgh, 
ought never to be neglected.
